The officers mentioned were last seen

Spanish divers will begin work tomor- 
row morning. 

The subsidence of the war scare had 
a ‘salutary effect in Wall street. Deal- 
ings in stocks were larger-than yester- 
day, and were distributed upon about 
the same scale. Sugar refining led in 
respect to activity, and closed 2% 
points higher than yesterday. Local 
traction stocks, Manhattan Elevdted 
and. Metropolitan Railway, received 
more attention than at any time since 
the forced liquidation in’ them last 
Thursday, with the result of closing 
above five and ten points higher re- 
spectively. 

MR. LONG’S STATEMENT. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 

WASHINGTON, March 1.—The main 
interest of the day in connection with 
the Maine inquiry centered in a state- 
ment by Secretary Long, following the 
Cabinet meeting, that in his personal 
opinion any official participation by

‘Long, and this statement from the au- 
thorized representative of the Spanish 
sovernment was felt to have been given 
its due weight in the opinion expressed 
by the Secretary. It was pointed out 
by persons bearing close relations with 
the Secretary that the language used 
was “official participation” on the part 
of the Spanish government. This, it 
was said, had no bearing on the ques- 
tion of Spain’s responsibility. The 
“official participation” of Spain was 
one thing, while the responsibility of 
Spain, in case the disaster proved to

LONG’S CASUAL REMARK. 


The Element of Spanish Liability 
Has Been Eliminated, ° 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. 
WASHINGTON, March 1.—Follow- 
ing the Cabinet meeting, a report was 
circulated that Secretary Long had. 
Stated that the element of Spanish re- 
sponsibility had been eliminated from 
the incident of the disaster of the 
Maine. When Secretary Long re- 
turned to the Navy. Department, a 
representative of the Associated Press 
asked him conerning this alleged 
statement. He said that his expres- 
sion has been of the most casual char- 
acter. The expression was based en- 
tirely upon his personal judgment, and 


did not spring from any evidence or’ 


information in his possession. He 
further said that there was a material 
abatement of excitement over the sub- 
‘ject of the Maine. 

Mr. Long added that his reference 
to Spain’s responsibility was the ques- 
tion of any official participation-by the 
Spanish government in the destruc- 
tion of the Maine was practically elim- 
inated, in his judgment.

Seeretary of War Writes a Letter to 
Senator Hawley Explaining His . 
Change of Front, 


SAYS MINERS DO NOT SUFFER. 


ASKS FOR AUTHORITY FROM CON- 
GRESS TO SELL OUT. 


Fifth Expedition from Dabuque Sets 
Out for the North—The Corona 
Will Be Suved;to the Alns- 
kan Route, 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 

WASHINGTON, March 1.—The War 
Department has decided to ‘abandon 
its expedition for the relief of the 
miners in the Klondike country, be- 
cause the conclusion has been reached 
that no necessity exists for it. Secre- 
tary Alger has written a letter to Sen- 
ator Hawley, chairman of the Senate 
Committee on Military <Affairs,. ex- 
plaining the department’s position, and 
asking that Congress take action by 
joint resolution, authorizing the de- 
partment to dispose of the supplies 
purchased for the expedition, including 
the reindeer, which have just arrived 
from Norway, and to abandon the 
project entirely. 

In his letter, Secretary Alger says 
the conditions on the Yukon have 
changed so as to render the expedition 
unnecessary, and that Gen. Miles and 
Gen. Merriam both agree with him. 
He is also advised to this effect by the 
Canadian Minister of the Interior. 
Later advices than those received last 
‘December, when the expedition was 
decided~upon, indicate also, he says, 
that the miners aré in no danger of 


“suffering, ani he thinks that the great 


crowds of prospectors now going over 
Dyea Pass will carry sufficient pro- 
visions to divide with the miners jin 
case they need assistance. 

Gen. Alger expresses the opinion 
that the reindeer can be sold at a 
price sufficient to reimburse the gov- 
ernment for their cost. He says he 
has been offered $100 each for 100 of 
them. This amount is above the cost 
price. He also states that the Inte- 
rior Department is anxious to take 
charge of the animals. He asks for 
authority to sell the supplies purchased 
for the expedition. The Military Com- 
mittee met today, bot did not act upon 
the request.

SAN FRANCISCO, March 1.—[{Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.] Germany will have 
another grievance to settle with China. 
An episode similar to that which cost 
the Flowery Kingdom Kiaochau is re- 
ported in the Oriental mail advices 
brought by the steamer Doric. The vic- 
tim'of the latest outburst of feeling 
against foreign missionaries is Rev. W. 
Homeyer of the Berlin Society, who 
was waylaid while proceeding from his 
statioh near Nam Hung, Kwanglung 
province, severely beaten and _ then 
robbed. The affair occutred January 25. 
Homeyer was making the journey on 
foot, and was accompanied by a ser- 
vant, who carried his baggage. He 
had not gone very far when he was 
overtaken by three Chinese, who ap- 
parently had come from Chi Hing. They 
addressed Homeyer by his Chinese 
name, and walked -with him in familiar, 
but respectful, manner. 
Suddenly one of the Chinese seized 
Homeyer by the neck. A second one 
attacked the coolie who was carrying 
Homeyer’s baggage. Homeyer was 
getting the best of the man who had 
attacked him, when a, third Chinese 
came to the assistance of his friends. 
He used a bamboo pole, which proved 
quite an effective weapon applied to 
the head of the foreigner. Homeyer 
received a deep cut over one of his eyes, 
and ong of his legs was severely lacer- 
ated. he robbers carried away money 
and clothes to the value of about $30. 
After some trouble, Homeyer was able 
to get a chair, and found his way to 
his station as -fast as possible. , He is 
now pronounced out of danger. It is 
difficult to account for this outrage, 
says the China Mail. Plunder could 
scarcely have been the object, for 
when Homeyer offered to give the men 
everything he had, they still continued 
to beat him. The German Consul at 
Canton has taken up the case, and is 
dealing with it in an energetic way.

‘Injunction Perpetuated Against Pre- 


payment of Texas Charges.

Gas from Drowned-out Wells. 


KOKOMO (Ind.,) March 1.—Superin- 
tendent Coyle of the Indiana Natural 
Gas and Oil Company (the Chicago 
pipe line) has made a discovery that 
is worth many millions of dollars to 
the. Indiana gas belt, particularly to 
the manufacturers, who have $50,000,000 
invested in factories here. Coyle has 
discovered a process of obtaining gas 
from wells that have been drowned out 
by water. As water is the only agency 
that will destroy gas wells, the value 
of the discovery will be at once under- 
stood. Coyle is taking old, abandoned 
wells and drawing the gas from the 
same as before the collapse.

NO TIME LIMIT FOR CUBA. 


Senor Bernabe Probably Bringing 
New Arrangments With Spain. 
[ASSQCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 

WASHINGTON, March 1.—Concern- 
ing ‘the ‘published reports that tbe 
limitation of time suggested by the 
United States to Spain for the pacifi- 
cation of Cuba expired today, March 
1, an official whose position makes 
him familiar with the circumstances, 
said: “The report is absolptely false 
in every particular. No time limit to- 
day or at any other specified date, and 
for that peason there are no negotia- 
tions in progress. or contemplated for 
a ‘two months’ exten8ion-or«for any 
other extension. The report is an in- 
vention .throughout.”’ 

Recent negotiations between . the 
United States and Spain have been. 
confined to the proposed commercial 
arrangements between Cuba and the 
United States, and also between this 
country and Spain. These negotia- 
tions were carried well along by Min- 
ister Woodford, and Sefior Polo Y. 
Bernabe, the new Minister of Spain. 
The latter sailed from Gibraltar yes- 
terday, and it is understood that he 
has with him the new arrangement 
with Spain. There -will be two dis- 
tinct conventions, one between the 
-United States and Spain, «concerning 
their commercial *exchanges, and the 
other relating exclusively to the trade 
between Cuba and the United States. 
Under the autonomist plan granted 
to Cuba, the Spanish government has¢ 
given-the Cubans the right to ,frame 
their own trade arrangements with 
the United States, subject to the au- 
thority. of the home government. Un- 
der this act, the Cabinet has named a 
commissioner to come to Washington 
and conclude the agreement. He is 
expected about the time that the new 
Spanish Minister arrives, so that the 
negotiations of both agreements will 
proceed together. i 

As the United States cannot deal 
directly with Cuba, owing to her colo- 
nization, the commissioner, nomi- 
nally, will act under the supervision 
of the Spanish government. It will be 
under the reciprocity clause of the 
Dingley law, which permits a 20 per 
cent. reduction of duty.in exchange 
for concessions to the United States. 
The reductions affecting. Cuba will be 
those on raw sugar, while the equiva- 
lent reduction for-the United States 
would be maintained on flour, manu- 
factured goods and machinery. 

At the Spanish Legation no word has 
been received from Havana or Madrid 
con@rning the Maine, except the spec- 
ified information conveyed to Sefior 
du Bosc ‘that no mines or submarine 
defenses exist in’ Havana Harbor. He 
has been informed. of the arrival at 
Jacksonville of the alleged filibuster- 
ing steamer Dauntless, which is said 
to have landed a large expedition in 
Cuba a few days ago. Sefior du Bosc 
will call at the State Department to- 
day, and will call attention to the 
arrival of the Dauntless at Jackson- 
ville, and the evidences of hersexpedi- 
tion being. a. filibustering trip. The 
Spanish authorities are not likely to 
press the matter, however, as they 
say they are contented to place such 
information as they have at the dis- 
position of’ the United States, and let 
this country take the proper course..

“Jingo’? Newspapers Have Danger- 
ous Influences in America.

PARIS, March 1.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] The French newspapers generally 
do full justice to the attitude of the 
United States in view of the loss of the 
battleship Maine, although they con- 
tend that the ‘‘jingo’’ newspapers have 
dangerous influence.

THEORISTS CHOKED OFF. 


Navy Department Wants No Un- 
necessary Talk Floated. | 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] | 

WASHINGTON, March 1.—Two 
weeks ago tonight the battleship Maine 
was destroyed in Havana Harbor, and 
in spite of the greatest diligence on 
the part of the officers charged with 
an inquiry into the affair, the cause 
is still shrouded in 
mystery, so far as any Officials 
Washington know. Few officials ac-. 
quainted with the formidable: obsta- 
cles in the way of diving operations 
are surprised at this state of affairs, 
and it is beginning to be generally re- 
alized that upon the testimony of the 
divers almost altogether will depend 
the success of the inquiry. 

Meanwhile the officials of the Navy 
Department havé reached the conclu-. 
sion that harm is being dona\by the 
broaching of theories to account for 
the explosion, so notice has been 
served upon the experts who have 
been heard from in the press that it 
is preferred they shall no longer dis- 
cuss this matter in advance of the 
report of the court of inquiry. One 
reason for this action was the fact 
that the department was finding itself 
committed involuntarily to the sup- 
port of the theory that the explosion 
was of internal origin, while, as a 
matter of fact, both Secretary Long 
and Assistant Secretary Roosévelt 
have been at great pains to show that 
the department stood: entirely neutral 
as between the theorists and were pre- 
pared to accept.only the conclusions of 
the court of-inquiry as binding upon 
the department. In consequence of 
this decision, there is a _ disposition 
among the naval officers now not to 
talk about the Maine affair in any 
phase. 

An indication that the court of in- 
quiry is either far from reaching any 
conclusion or else is disposed, with a 
view to meeting future criticism, to 
eollect all possible evidence, whether 
it be deemed essential-~or not, is the 
call to their assistance of experts. It 
has already been a matter of com- 
ment that with,all the ability com- 
prised in this court of inqugiry> it has 
one weak ’spot, namely, the lack in its 
members of .practical @xperience of 
the construction 6f a ship. This is no 
part of the duty of, the line officer, so 
that no reflection is carried by the 
statement. 

To remedy their short-comings, the 
court has called upon the department 
to send to thé#ir aid a constructor and 
a carpenter, and, in compliance with 
the request, Secretary, Long has di-

EUROPE NOT IN IT. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

NBW YORK March 2.—A special to 
the World from London says the sug- 
gestion in certain New York dispatches 
that, in the event of war between the 
United States and Spain, the latter may 
receive active coéperation from some 
unnamed power, is treated with entire 
incredulity in the political circles of 
London. 

A World representative discussed the 
question in the House of Commons 
lobby with several members of Parlia- 
ment, who are acknowledged authori- 
ties on foreign affairs. All concurred 
in expressing the opinion that should’ 
war break out between the United 
States. in relation to Cuba, both powers 


would have a fair field and no favor, as} 


far as European countries 
cerned. : 

Sir Charles Dilke, the highest unoffi- 
‘cial authority on such questions in 
English politics, has already, at an 
early stage of the difficulty between 
Spain and the United States, stated his 
belief that no European power would 
intervene. He reiterated that. view, 
saying: . 

“Nothing has occurred to alter my 
opinion in that regard, aithough I can- 
not believe that war is likely. to take 
place. No Eurovean power has any 
direct interest in heiping Spain.’’. 

Thomas Gibson Bowles, M.P., who 
had just delivered a long and able 
speech in the House of Commons on 
the Far Eastern imbroglio, said: “I 
should think it most unlikely that any 
European ‘ power . would interpgse to 
help Spain or otherwise. I don’t see 
what power is to do so, or why any 
power should do so. There is no 
European interest touched by this 
Cuban business, that would tempt any 
country to meddle with it.” 

These statements indicate the gen- 
eral trend of opinion here, which, while 
regarding the possibility of war as re- 
mote, treats such an eventuality as 
‘purely an affair for the two countries 
concerned. 

It is right to add, however, that this 
skepticism about the possibility of war 
is not shared in’ diplomatic circles.

the summer is far advanced. The latest }

ployed on the road, and the best facili-

ties will be used for the handling of 
the copper ore, which will be shipped 
in.large quantities as soon as the road 

The building of the road will be fol- 
lowed by other enterprises of_impor- 
tance. Upon the authority of Dennis 
it is stated that the plans are now ready 
for the erection.of a large hotel at the 
cafion for the accommodation of tour- 
ist travel, as the present: hotel is mot 
sufficient. 

Lombard, Goode & Co. are also the 
projectors of another very important 
feature, aside from the building of the 
cafion road, namely, the censtruction: 
of a smelter, which is to be the largest 
west of El Paso, for the reduction of 
the ores from their valuable copper 
mines, near the cafion; and also to 
handle the ore from the White Hills 
mines. Several carloads of machinery 
are in Williams waiting to be placed 
in position as soon as the“location site 
is finished and in readiness.

The olive knot is a bacterial disease,

Paymaster Hardee Says He Shot His

[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.]

SHERIFF MARTIN'S STORY. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

WILKESBARRE, March 1. — Sheriff 
Martin was called, and as he tntered 
the witness stand there was a rustle 
of excitement. He was rather nervous, 
coughed frequently, and could got 
keep his hands still. His commission 
and proclamation were read and placed 
in evidence. He then went on to tell 
his story, and spoke for an hour with- 
Out interruption. He told of the trou- 
ble with the strikers, and describing 
his movements -en Friday. when the 
shooting occurred, said:-. 

“The mob swore at us when we ap- 
proached, cursed me and would not 
budge when I told them to do so. I 
read my prociamation, and walked 
through them asking them to go home, 
One young man swore at me violently 
and said they would go’to Latimer in 
spite of me. I arrested him. One man 
picked up a stone but dropned it when 
I pointed my revolver at“him. 

“I told a crowd of spectators to go 
heme as the strikers were desperate 
and thérfe might be trouble. Finally 
the strikers left the road and ‘started 
over some lots. Soon I heard they were 
going to Latimer and [I hurried off 
with my deputies to intercept them. I 
told them again to keep cool and not 
to shoot unless their lives or mine were 
in danger. After lining them up elong- 
side the road, I told them I would go 
cut to meet the strikers and try once 
more to disperse them. A deputy 
asked if he should not go with me. 
‘No,’ [ said. ‘I'll go aldne.’ 
thoveht one man was enough to 
die at onee. I felt somehow there 
was going to be trouble, f 
met the strikers about fifty yards from 
the deputies and asked them where 
they were going. ‘To stop the Latimer 
breaker,’ a lot ef them cried. I told 
them they must not go, and tried to 
read my proclamation to them, but 
they crowded around me, swearing at 
me and hustling me to one side. One 
man.tried to grab me, and [ then at- 
tempted to get hold: of him, but the 
crowd jumped on and pounded me 
about the body. I dropped my paper 
and pulled my revolver. One of the 
men tried to snatch the revolver from 
me, but failed. Then one struck. me 
an awful blow in the face and knocked 
me to my knees. I tried to shoot him, 
hut my revolver would not explode, 


then the shooting commenced, It lasted es 


about half a minute. ; 

“In the crowd I saw three men armed 
with revolvers and one with a knife. 
The latter made a stab at me, but 
missed. Two men wer shot just behind 
me to the left. . 1 was in the direct line 
of fire.’’

It has been the common belief of 
mankind ever since newspapers be- 
came a thing of every-day occur- 
rence, that news is a record of some- 
thing that has ‘actually happened or 
of something that is about to happen. 
In other words, news, real news, is 
a statenrent of fact, not an exploita- 
tion of theories, guesses, or rumors. 
But in these days of the putrid press, 
news is assumed to be something that 
has not happened- and is nqt at all 
likely to happen, except by a miracle, 
and_it is to be said to the credit of 
the miracle factory that it never oper- 
ates in order to bolster up the lies 
and rumors that fake journals” give 
publicity to. Pal 

Men who were in the old army re- 
call those stirring bits of intelligence 
that went floating through the regi- 
ments, corps and divisions, that were 
in the field in those days, that origi- 
nated no one‘knew where, and were 
called “camp rumors.” In the rail- 
way service there is thé same ‘sort of 
thing—wild rumors. of prospective 
changes in officials, new construction, 
‘change of management and all that 
sort of thing. These are called 
“brakemen’s conventions,” from the 
fact that they originate along the line 
where there is moving to and fro, a 
class of employés who are Jikely to 
know almost as much about what is 
really going on. in the inner circles of 
railway management as a hog does 
about Thanksgiving. 

To give these wild and baseless 
stories out as authentic informaticn 
through a newspaper would be just 
as reasonable as it is for correspond- 
ents to exploit the fantastic tales, of 
irresponsible sailors and civilians re- 
garding a great calamity, like the one 
that has overtaken this nation in the 
harbor of Havana.

WITHOUT PARTISANSHIP. 

_ Public feeling throughout the Unfted 
States is f!mtensely, aroused on the 
Cuban question in general, and the 
destruction of the battleship Maine 
in particular. ‘There is no denying this 
fact which is obvious to even the cas- 
ual observer. This intensity of feel- 
ing does not manifest itself in noisy 
demonstration, but it exists, neverthe- 
less, and it bodes ill for the enemies 
of our country, should pending issyes 
be referred to the arbitrament of 
armed conflict. 

‘The American people have remark- 
able self-control. 
anger, and are reluctant to engage in 
a quarrel, especially with a power 
weaker. than themselves. They de- 
mand that justicé and right shali be 
on their side, beyond all reasonable 
dispute. ‘Hence, they are patient in 
the present crisis. and are. willing to 
await developments, though the re- 
straint imposed—-to «state the case 
mildly—is extremely burdensome. 


But there is one phase of the in- 
stitution from which every true Ameri- 
can can derive genuine satisfaction. 
The Cuban question, as it presente 
itself to the American.people, is prac- 
tically destitute of political partisan- 
ship. That question, in its broadest 
se&se, and the tragedy of Havana Har-. 
bor in its more specific sense, are. is- 
sues which address themselves to the 
American people as a compact, national] 
entity, and not to any political party. 
These great questions have happily 
been kept above the petty contentions 
of political parties, despite the ef- 
forts of some small minds to degrade 
them to the level of political issues. 

The Cuban question is too momen- 
tous to be dragged in the mire of pol- 
itics. Public opinion is necessarily 
somewhat divided upon the details 
of this question, but the divergences 
of opinion are upon individual rather 
than upon party lines. Upon the is. 
sue as'a whole there is practical una- 
nimity of sentiment. The people have 
full confidence in the wisdom of their 
official representatives, both in the 
€xecutive and the legislative branches 
of the government. They feel that 
the right action will be taken, at the 
right time, and are willing to await 
‘the outcome with patience. 

This is one of the most hopeful 
phases of thesituation. United. the 
American peple are invincible. They 
can accomplish whatever they may 
undertake, and no power on earth can 
stand before them. Their cause would 
be immeasurably Weakened in the. 
present crisis, or in any crisis. if they 
were torn by internal dissensions, and 
| were working at cross-purposes. 

The case is far different in Spain, 
which may in truth be said to be a na- 
tion divided against itself. Political 
partisans are at each other’s throats. 
in bitter hostility over the conduct of 
the Cuban campaign. One party de- 
fends the Weyler régime of blood and 
‘ruin. The other party,<which is now 


in power, advocates a policy of concilj- 
‘ation. And both these policies are re- 
_pudiated by the Cubans, who wil!! 
cept no measure which stops short 
of the unconditional recognition of 
Cuban independence. 
Our position in-this tragedy of the 
is impregnable. We have 
maintained an independent position 
under circumstances the most trying. 
r:fused to act precipitately.

. THE SAN PEDRO APPROPRIATION, 

The Sundry -Civil Appropriations 
Bill has passed the House without ma- 
terial opposition, excépt as to a few 
items which were: satisfactorily. dis- 
posed of. The bill ‘as it passed the 
House contains the’ appropriation of 
$400,000 for beginning work on the 
deep-water harbor at San Pedro: It 
now goes to the Senate for action. 
That it will:be more or less amended 
in the upper house, by the striking 
out of some items and the addition of 
others, is. a matter of course. But 
there is not much likelihood that the 
San Pedro appropriation will meet 
with serious opposition in ‘the Senate. 
Frye may be expected to offer objec- 
tion to it, and other henchmen ot 
Huntington may. possibly come to 
Frye’s assistance, but it is not be- 
lieved that they can rally in sufficient 
foree to endanger the appropriation 
for San Pedro. The chances may there- 
fore be regarded as fairly good that 
the appropriation will remain in the 
bill when the latter finally becomes a 
law. 

The hostility of the misfit Secretary 
of War has still to be reckoned with. 
“For ways that are dark and tricks 


combine is peculiar.’ It is not improb- 
able that some further efforts to delay 
the improvement of San Pedro Har- 
bor will be made. Just what form 
these efforts will take is uncertain at 
the present time. 
Pedro must be vigilant. They must. 
take nothing for granted. We can be 
certain of ultimate success only when 
we. see the work of construction ac- 
tually in progress. We have won in 
this battle’ at- every point thus far. 
But our victories have been achieved 
at the cost of unceasing vigilance and 
uncompromising warfare against the 
machinations of Huntington and his 
mercenary agents.

THE FEBRUARY SUBPLUS. 

It is no surprise to the friends and 
supporters of the Dingley tariff to learn 
that it has yielded to the national 
treasury a surplus of nearly $2,000,000 
for the month of February. This re- 
sult is in accord -with the expectations 
and the predictions of the supporters 
of that measure. In its practical oper- 
ation the law. has fully. justified the 
promises of its framers and snpport- 
ers. It will continue to justify those 
promises. 

The country is steadily recovering 
from the depressing effects of thie 
heavy anticipatory importations under, 
the comparatively low duties of the 
Gorman-Wilson tariff. Domestic con- 
sumption has slowly gained upon the 
supply of commodities, until importa-, 


quantity to restore the balance be- 
tween revenues .and expenditures. 
The heavy increase of domestic prod- 


j ucts, due to the stimulating effect of 


the new tariff, has gone far in supply- 
ing the demands of eonsumption, and 
by retarding imports has tended to 
keep down the revenue. This increase 
of domestic production, while it has 
been of great benefit to American 
manufacturers and wage-earners, has 
necessarily cost (the treasury some 
loss of revenue. Without it, the na- 
tional revenues would have shown a 
surplus some months ago. But the 
comparatively small loss to the treas- 
ury is more than compensated by the 
general revival which the industries 
of the country have experienced. 

The Dingley law, during the seven 
months in which it has been ia oper- 
ation, has yielded a steadily imcreas- 
ing monthly revenue, with the single; 
exception of the month just closed, 
which being a short month, fell_ some 
$200,000 below the receipts for’ Jan- 
uary. The comparative’ receipts for 
the first seven months, under the Ding- 
ley law and the Wilson law, respec- 
tively, as given, in a special dispatch 
to THe Trves yesterday, are worth

several witnesses who threw light on 
the attitude, prior to the Senatorial elec- 
tion, of Droste and lan3, the two &il- 
ver Fusionists who voted for Hanna. 
The committee intends to probe the 
candidacy of Col. Jeptha Garrard, the 
free-silver Republican, to the bottom 
to ascertain what, if any, relation it 
had to Senator Hanna’s candidacy. 
Droste and Lane were pledged to Gar- 
rard. The evidence tonight shows 
that they changed their minds very 
suddenly when they decided to vote 
for Hanna. : 

Ross, the manager of the local office 
of the long-distance telephone com- 
pany, was the first witness who took 
the stand. In answer to the first ques- 
tion, he produced a record of the long- 
distance telephone calls on January 
7, between telephone No. 1092 in Col- 
umbus, the telephone in Hanna’s head- 
quarters, and ’phone No. 548 in Cin- 
cinnati, which is located in the Gib- 
son. House. The records produced 
corroborated previous testimony, show- 
ing the calls between Boyce, the al- 
leged Hanna agent, and a. person in 
Hanna’s headquarters in Columbus. 
They showed three calls on January 
7, two of them from ’phone No. 1092 
to Cincinnati, one at 10:35 p.m. and 
the other at 8 p.m. The third call 
was from Cincinnati at 11:45 o’clock 
to telephone No. 1092 in this city. | 

It will bé remembered that when 
the committee first comménced its in- 
vestigation, Mr. Ross refused to pro- 
duce any records or answer any ques- 
tions. The fact, however, that the 
Cincinnati office of the telephone com- 
pany produced the records showed the 
futility in attempting to conceal the 
calls,, and so Mr, Ross’ produced the 
evidence. The records are simply 
corroborative of the evidence hereto- 
fore received, and show conclusively 


|that the conversation between Boyce 


and someone -in Hanna’s headquar- 
ters did take place. Ross could not tell 
who it was that talked at either. phone. 
He said that he would not produce 
these details until he consulted higher 
authorities. The witness wasexcused. 

Russell S. Prior, an employé in. the 
Gibson House, was called. He is one 
of the men who testified, when the 
committee was in Cincinnati, that he 
had listened at the telephone with 
Allen O. Myers, Jr., when Boyce was 
talking with Columbus. At the time 
he was first on the stand he was asked 
to produce the paper on which he 
wrote the notes of the conversation 
going on over the telephone, He could 
not do it at the time because he had 
not the paper with him. He produced 
the paper-this evening. It was simply a 
report of a conversation between the 
mysterious Major in -Columbus and 
Boyce in Cincinnati, regarding the 
amount to be paid Republican Otis 
for his vote and the means taken to 
protect the men who were engaged in 
the. attempt at bribery. It will be re- 
membered that in this conversation 
it was said that “Hanna.suggested an 
exchange of accommodation notes.” 
The witness was excused after pro- 
ducing his notes and explaining them. 

James A. Graft of Harrison, Ham- 
ilton county, was the next witness, 
He was formerly a member of the 
Ohio Legislature. Mr. Graft was in 
Columbus at the time of the Senatorial 
fight. and worked for Col. Jeptha Gar- 
rard, who was the “free-silver Re- 
publican candidate for Senator. The 
witness said that up to 5 o’clock on 
the morning of January 11, Droste, 
Lane and Otis vé2re pledged to Gar- 
rard, but that shortly after Lane 
reached the city they gave him (Lane) 
up. He explained that Droste was go- 
ing to nominate Garrard, and that he 
always said that he would never vote 
for Hanna. 
doubted, and had Col. Garrard staid 
in the race, he (Otis) would have voted 
for him. 

The object in placing him on the 
stand was to attempt to discover what, 
if any, relation Garrard’s candidacy 
field to Hanna’s. The only fact elic- 
ited was. that Droste repeatedly swore 
that he would rather lose his right 
hand than vote for Hanna. 

Hugh Cavanaugh of Cincianaii fol- 
lowed, and swore that during the legis- 
lative campaign, Droste, Lane and the 
other free-silver ‘fusionists, piedged 
themselves in writing not to vote fo 
Hanna. 

William Fox, also of Cincinnati, was 
the next witness. His office is on the 
same floor with that of Republican 
Droste in Cincinnati. His testimony 
showed how, during the sampaizgn and 
afterward, Droste made no secret of 
his opposition-to-Hanna, declaring that 
he believed him a man who represents 
everything that is vile and low in poli- 
tics, and not a fit man for the United 
States Senate.

vious witness and’ regarding the atti- 
tude of Droste, Lane and Otis concern- 
ing Hanna.

The Administration Contemplates a 
Naval Attack on the Philppines 
in Event of Hostilities—Coalin 
Station Needed, |

WASHINGTON, Feb. 25.—Senators who 
have charge of the treaty for Hawaiian an- 
nexation have at last: decided to abandon it 
and to attempt. to gaih their point by means 
of a resolution. They are only waiting for 
Senator Davis, chairman of the Committee on 
Foreign Relations, to return before taking up 
this question in earnest. Strong opposition 
has manifested itself in the House to the 
treaty, and the resolution may have wfex- 
pected trouble in passing there. It is claimed, 
however, that Speaker Reed will no longer op- 
pose it, provided the new resolution is drawn 
on certain lines. His chief ¢bjection all 


along has been that Hawaii would soon be- . 


come a State, represented by two Senators. 
ow certain Californians claim to have con- 
verted him to the belief that it can be an- 
nexed as a county of California. This claim 
is seriously advanced here, but it must be said 
that it looks rather fishy. Hawaii it¢elf might 
object to be annexed on such grounds, and 
descend from an independent republic. 
The speech of Representative Johnson of 


Indiana in opposition to annexation has had 


the effect of drawing out many other Repre- 
sentatives, 

Not a few of these have declared out and 
out that they would not vote'for a resolu- 
tion, should the treaty fail in the Senate. 
One member of the West Virginia dcilega- 
tion stated that he was unatlerably cppesed 
to the acquisition of more territory. 
or three members of the Maryland delega- 
tion are opposed to annexation, and at least 
one of them is outspoken in his declaration 
that he will not vote to annex Hawaii. 
Representative Moody of Massachusetts, said 
that the delegation from the Bay State was 
divided on the question, one being so 
strongly opposed to annexation that 
might refuse to vote for a resolution. 

“There would probably be some hesitancy,” 
added Mr. Moody,:‘‘among our representa- 
tives in Congress against opposing such a 
resolution. Our Senators are committed to 
annexation, Senator Hoar having decided in 


favor of it after quite a thorough investiga-_ 


tion. 

*‘Representative oJhnson’s speech,’’ con- 
tinued Mr. Moody, “seemed to me the 
ablest of the present Congress. It forcibly 
presented the case against. annexation. 
Still, he failed to mention a most important 
argument that, with the possession of the 


Sandwich Islands, properly fortified, we shall . 
be secure from attack on our Pacafie Coast. - 


In that event, any battleship coming across 
the Pacific to attack us, must do so with 
the knowledge on the part of her officers 
that they must win or perish, for the ship 
might become in mfidocean a helpless mass 
of machinery, disabled for want of coal.” 

Mr. Moody alluded, as did other Repre- 
sentatives, to the lack of crystalized senti- 
ment in the House concerning Hawail.

As a direct result of the trouble with 
Spain, however, Hawalian annexation may 
be made sure. Orders have been sent to 
the. United States Minister at Honolulu that 
the moment war breaks out the American flag 
is to be hoisted ,with a view to the creation 
of a great naval ‘station there. This will not 
be a fortified. one, for there will be no need 
of this, but only a coaling station, where our 
ships can be supplied for an attack on the 
Philippine Islands, one of Spain’s few remain- 
ing colonial possessions. From these’she de- 
rives. a large revenue, by much the same 
means that she has employed in the case of 
Cuba, and this the United States proposes to 
lop off at once. : 

Spain’s fleet in the Orient is small and far 
inferior to ours, but it would be impossible, 
in case of war, for us to buy coal in China, 
and a great deal of this is required to reach 
the islands. With Hawali as a base of sup- 
plies, sailing vessels or merchant steamers 


could take plenty to any point where it might 


be required. 


The President will not do this, lWwever, if 


he can gain time and can persuade Congress 
to annex the islands by resolution. The Sen- 
ate has at last given up the hope of doing 
anything by treaty, and has decided to take 
up the other plan. It is said that the Speaker 
has promised to allow the question to come

' The abrogation of the wil courts 
has given ‘‘Habeas- Corpus” Ladd an 
opportunity to practice his. favorite 
legal tactics ‘and he has not been slow 
to avail himself of the opportunity.

“Old Habeas Corpus,”, as Ladd is 
familiarly termed in police circles, ex- 
perienced some difficulty yesterday’ 
afternoon in getting an interview with 
his client. He was refused admittance 
to the jail on one pretext or another 
until after 5 o’clock, after which no 
interviews with prisoners are allowed. 
Ladd went away grumbling at the ob- 


corpus lawyer, but will be on hand 
bright and early this morning to re- 
sume the fight. 

Several other habeas corpuses are 
under way. Judge Smith is expected tuo 
pass on one in a few days in the case 
of John Mitchell, accused of petty lar- 
ceny With a prior conviction, and held 
by the late Police Court to answer. 
The Mitchell case, it is said, will bring 
the issue as to whether the Police Court 
is valid, once more squarely before the 
Superior Court. Judge Smith’s. decision 
is anxiously awaited by police officials 
and lawyers. Should he take a view 
contrary to that of Judge Van Dyke, 
as many think possible, the chaos re- 
sulting will be greater than ever. It 
will then be “horse and horse” so far 
as Superior Court decisions are con- 
cerned and confusion will be worse con- 
founded. 

If the matter were to remain as it 
stands now, Judge Van Dyke’s opinion 
being accepted as final, affairs would 
soon adjust themselves to the new 
order of things and the city might 
manage to get along without a regular 
Police Court until such tiine as the 
Legislature should see fit to provide it 
with one. But with twe conflicting 
Superior Court decisions, the situation, 
would be anomalous, and no lawyer, 
client or court official would know ex- 
actly where he is ‘‘at’’ It would re- 
quire the opinions of more Superior 
Court Judges, then, or mayhaps a Su- 
preme Cé6urt decision tov undo the 
tangle. 

Meanwhile the long- publie 
awaits the cutcome of the various 
habeas corpus cases pending with an 
interest so dense that it can he felt. 


PIONEERS’ MEETING. . 


Judge B. S. Eaton Talks of Cali- 
fornia’s Last Indian War. 

The Pioneers of Los Angeles County 
had*stheir monthly meeting last even- 
ing in Caledonia Hall, No. 119% South 
Spring street. There was a very large 
attendance. Judge. B. S. Eaton pre- 
sided. The programme of the evening 
was an entertaining one. Songs and 
recitations were appropriately inter- 
spersed with the more solid work of 


Judge Eaton gave a clear and highly 
interesting account of the last Indian 
war in Southern California. He is the 
only person living who took part in 
that war. He graphically described the 
organization of the volunteer corps that 
left Los Angeles in 1851 to quell the in- 
surrection. He told of the hardships 
endured by his party, and the difficulty 
they had in finding food. In fact, Indian 
fighting Was the least of their troubles, 
Foraging for provisions seems to have 
occupied the most of their time. The 
leaders of the Indian uprising were 
eventually captured and executed in 
true military fashion. They were given 
a drumhead court-martial, with accom- 
paniments. Judge Eaton also touched 
upon the execution of David Brown, a 
noted desperado, who was hanged by 
a mob in Los Angeles. This mob, ,he 
said, was led by the late Stephen $a 
Foster, then Mayor of the city, who re- 
signed his office that he might be the 
leader. 

After Judge Eaton’s narration, de- 
signs were submitted for a seal to be 
adopted by the society. The selection. 
however, was deferred until the next 
meeting. 

The secretary then distributed to the 
various members present copies of the 
amnual publication of the Historical 
Society of Southern California and the 
Pioneer Register.

_, The episode occurred in the course of 
the investigation of the charges against 
C. G. Sawyer, who -has -served for 
some time past as a special policeman. 
Is is said that two or three years ago 
Sawver took a helmet belonging to Of- 
ficer Singleton, that he subsequently 
-denied, in the~presence of &@ number 
of officers, that he had taken it, but 
finally admitted it. The matter might 
have been forgotten, but when Sawyer 
recently applied for reappointment as 
a special. policeman, Commissioner 
_ Wyman raised the point that before 
acting upon the application, the story 
should be investigated. 

Sawyer was on hand yesterday and 
was heard in his own defense. He sald 
that he picked up the helmet in a rub- 

“ish heap and thought it had, been 
thrown away. He was told that no one 
Claimed it. When inquiry was after- 
Ward made at roll call, for the helmet, 
he denied that he had taken it, fearing 
criticism from the other officers. Soon 

vratter, however, he went to Officer Sin- 

gleton’ told\ him the facts and volun- 
tarily purchased.a new helmet for him. 

When Sawyer had told his story, 
Mr. Wyman made some reference to 
Statements by outside parties in rela- 
tien to the matter. 

The Mayor took exception to the in- 
troduction of mere gossip and hear- 
Say evidence, and he added, angrily: “I 
have been told that Mr. Wyman has 
reported it about that Il am trying to 
aid Sawyer.. Mr. Wyman denies it, but 
if he had been present at the time, 
there would have heen sharp words, 
for the report: came to me pretty 
straight."’ 

“I demand that the persons who 
made that statement shail be brought 
here,” retored Mr. Wyman, indignantly. 
“I have already denied the truth of it 

_ &nd I see no reason why you should re- 
fer to it.” 

A sharp response from the Mayor a@iq 
not relieve the situation, and then Com- 
missioner McLain put in his oar. 

“If any officers have been carrving 
tales to you,” said the would-be 
Sheriff, “you should have them‘ appear 
here. The trouble with this depart- 
ment is that there is too much “hak- 
ing.’ You let tale-bearers get to you." 

The Mayor promptly followed up this 
attack by charging Mr. Wyman with 
having “pets” among the policemen. 
“You believe your pets and think all 
the other officers are liars. Instead of 
carrying on your investigations through 
private channels, you should go to the 
Chief for information.’ 

This e¢ombined onslaught. from the 
two chief political workers of the 
board, roused Mr. Wyman's righteous 
Wrath. He opened a broadside that ef- 
'fectually silenced his assailants. . He 
declared that the accusat.n of having 
pets came with a bad grace from the 
Mayor, and the method of investigation 
that he siggested had already been 
proven worthless. 

“What good does it do to refer thease 
matters to the Chief?” he asked. sar- 
castically. “We had his report and. 
the report of four officers before us 
about those two drunken officers, who 
should have been supended, and what 
did you do? You considerd the matter 
behind closed doors and whitewashed 
the’ then.” 

This was.a body blow. ‘and both 
Mayor Snyder and Commissioner Mce- 
Lain relapsed into instant silence. ‘ It 
meeded no keenness to perceive that 
Mr. Wyman had hroached theme 
which neither of them felt disposed to 
diseuss in public. ; 

The two policemen allyded to Mr. 
Wyman are Officers’ Neighbors and 
Pawling, who are charged with having 
been drunk in Chinatown two or three 
months ago. Mr. Wyman first called 
the attention of the comissioners to the 
matter, but no action was taken. He 


then caused reporis to be presented by 
Chief Glass and by four officers who 
had seen the two policemen and who 
Stated that tne men were drunk. <Ac- 
cording to these reports Neighbors anq 
Pawling were very much itmtoxicated 
and behaved in a disgraceful, manner. 

These reports were received by the 
Police Commissioners in star-chamber 
session. Mr, Wyman démanded an 
vestigation, but Mr. Gibbon was, then 
absent in Washington and the jother 
members displayed a decided reluct- 
ance to take action. 

Although Mr. Wyman has made re- 
peated efforts. to 
taken up, he has met with no support. 

The allusion which he made to the 
matter yesterday was. the first public 
reference to the charges, all previous 
consideration of the charges having 
been in executive session, 

No decisten was reached in the mat- 
ter of the charges against Sawyer, fur- 
ther consideration Weing postponed til 
the next meeting. 

Joseph Lebus appeared before the 
commission to make complaint against 
one of the dog-catcher’s deputies, 
Schneider. Lebus said that a pet dog 
which he was holding in his arms was 
Violently wrested from him by Sechnel~ 
der and carried off to the pound. , Le- 
hus’s story was corroborated by W. H.

THE CITY'S WATER. 


LINES OF BATTLE DRAWN AND 
TESTIMONY BEGINS TODAY, 


The City Water Company and the 
Crystal Springs Campany Both 
Made Parties to the Suit—Com- 
plicated Deeds of Transfer.. 


The -suit begun by the city of Los 
Angeles against the Los Angeles City 


| Water Company, ‘the Crystal Springs 


Land and Water Company and 5. G. 
Murphy, trustee, came to trial yester- 
day in Department Three, before Judge 
York sitting without a jury. ®* 

The action is important primarily 
because the sources from whence is 
taken a large part of the city’s water 
supply are involved, and also because 
not only is it denied that the city of 
Los Angeles holds valid title to the 
subterranean and percolating waters 
in the lands adjacent to the river, but 
it is contended that the waters devel- 
oped are perfectly independent of the 
Los Angeles River, have not been 
drawn from it and in all probability 
would not have flowed into it even if 
they had not been gathered up and 
conveyed to the reservoir built to re- 
ceive them. 

While these are the fundamental is- 
sues of the suit, there are a number 
of collateral issues which bear upon 
the main points of contention. * 

That the suit will be keenly con- 
tested goes without the saying. The 
city is being represented by City At- 
torney W. EK, Dunn, and-the firm of 
Lee & Scott, while.J. S. Chapman, Ksx., 
and Senator Stephen M. White are ap- 
pearing for the defendants, The plead- 
ings in the case are voluminous, and 
it took counsel the greater part of the 
day yesterday.to read them. It is 
essential for a proper understanding 
of the legal fight that has just begun 
that the main contentions of the city 
authorities be understood, for the much- 
disputed question of water rights has 
in very recent years been crystallizing 
and not unfrequently what at first 
glance appears a very radical stand is 
being taken by the courts, and as an 
almost necessary consequence by liti- 
gants. 

Following the allegations of the city 
it is primarily borne in mind that the 
Los Angeles-Water Company organ- 
ized on August 26, 1868, for certain 
specific purposes. These were set forth 
to be to supply the inhabitants of the 
city with water for domestic purposes; 
to distribute it by means of pipes, hy-. 
drants, ftlumes, ditches, reservoirs, 
pumps and déther,.machinery, the said 
water to be taken from the Los An- 
geles River, or the zanjas or branches, 
from .springs forming the same. er 
from other source of supply as the cor- 
poration might find convenient: to 
make certain improvements, and _ to 
sell and distribute water for domestic 
purposes in accordance with the terms 
of a contract made with the Mayor ands 
Common Council of Los Angeles by 
John 8. Griffin, President Beaudry and 
Solomon Lazard on July 20, 1868. 
CITY'S TITLE TO RIVER WATERS. 

In the year 1781 there was founded 
upon the present site of the city, under 
the laws of Spain, the Pueblo de Mies. 
tra Senora Reina de los Angeles. By 
Virtue of the rights then pertaining 
to a pueblo it became vested with the 
absolute title to four square leagues’ 
of land in a square-«form, the center 
of which was the plaza of the pueblo: 
it «also became vested with the sole 
right to ownership and control of all 
the waters, of the Los Angeles River, 
and with the right to the sole and ex- 
clusive ‘use and control of all of the 
river Waters in perpetuity. 

From the foundation of the pueblo 
up to the time of the corporation of 
the pueblo as a city by the act of the 


Legislature, passed April 4, 1850. the 
pueblo by its municipal authorities 


continuously, exclusively and adversely 
to the whole world, with certain ex- 
ception, used the river waters for the 
irrigation of the four square “leagues, 
domestic uses, etc. 

The river takes its rise at different 
points to the north and northwest of 
the four square leagues, patented to 
‘the Mayor and Common Council of Los 
Angeles, and flows in several branches 
until reaches @ point at or near the 
ymiddie of the northern four-league 
boundary, and thence for’ about six 
.miles through the city grant until it 
reaches the southern league boundatry. 
The main channel of the surface stream 
is located in a valley of considerable 
width, varying.from a few hundred to 
several thousand yards, and the sur- 
face stream gas from time immemorial] 
continued to shift and change its chan.

THE VERDUGO RIGHTS ACQUIRED. 

After the acquisition of the State of 
California by the "United States, on 
April 4, 1850, the then pueblo was in- 
corporated as a municipal corporation 
by such legislative enactment of April 
4, 1850, and the corporation was de- 
clared to be vested with all rights, 
property and privileges -theretofore 
vested in the pueblo. On October 26, 
1852, the Mayor and Common Council 
of Los Angeles petitioned the Board 
of, Land. Commissioners claiming con- 
firmation of title to the four square 
leagues owned by the former pueblo, 
and other adjoining land, and on Feb- 
ruary, 5, 1856, a decree was rendered | 
declaring the claim a valid one, On 
August 9, 1866, a patent was issued by 
the United States, and later, on August 
4, 1875, anether patent, based upon the 
same confirmation, was also issued by 
the United States. 

Every since the city has existed as 
a municipal corporation it has been ab- 
solute owner and entitled to the ext 
clusive right to use and control all of 
the waters, surface and subterranean 
of the river, subject only to such right 
—if any such actually existed—as may 
have been acquired -by one Maria, 
Yenacia Verdugo de Felis, and which 
right wags ,acquired by the city later 
by deeds of conveyance. During the 
Mexican régime* Verdugo, then in pos- 
session of the Rancho Los Felis, (which 
adjoins the four-league municipal limit 
on the north and along or through 
Which the river runs for about five 
miles before reaching the city) ob- 
tained a license to take water from the 
river for irrigating a portion of his 
rancho. On August 30, 1884, Griffith J. 
Griffith, who had acquired what rights 
Maria Yenacio Verdugo and her suc- 
cessors in interest had on the river 
waters under a license, and who had 
hecome the owner in fee of the Rancho 
Los Felis, excepting a tract of 14.08 
acres known as the Crystal Springs 
tract, and subject to the city’s rigtht 
to the waters of the river, made con- 
vevance of his interest. 

For the sum of $25,000. Griffith made 
a deed of conveyance to the city of 


an individual half of his right and 
title to all of the waters of the Los 


Angeles River, with the singie reserva- 
tion that he retained the right to tap 
the ditch known 4s the city canal and 
reservoir ditch, and to take therefrom 
an individual one-half of all the water 
of the river flowing therein. On August 
19, 1885, Griffith, for an additional sum 
of $25,000, conveyed to the city the 
individual one-half interest in and to 
the waters of the river, remaining to 
him, and’ also all rights reserved to 
himself, executors, and assigns, and he 
covenanted that he would not, by sink- 
ing wells, tunneling or otherwise, in- 
terfere with, legsen, pr decrease, by 
percolation or otherwise, the waters of 
the -river. On August 18, 1885, a 
friendly suit to quiet title was brought 
by the city against Griffith, and the 
defendant disclaimed any right or in- 
terest in the river waters, and on 
August 24. 1885, a decree was given ad- 
judging the city the owner of e 
waters of, the Los Angeles River, and 
the use of all water flowing in the river,.

When Griffith, Beaudry and Lazard

the terms by which for thirty years 
the exclusive use, control and posses- 
sion and management. of the Los Ans 
geles city waterworks, was conceded 
by the city to the contracting parties, 
it was provided in the contract that 
at no time should be taken from the 
river, for the use of the Waterworks, 
more than ten inches of Water meas- 
ured under a-four-inch pressure, with- 
out the previous consent of the Mayor 
and City Council. On June 12, 1869, 
Griffith, Beaudry and Lazard assigned 
the contract to the Los Angeles City 
Water Company, and from that date 
on, With the consent of the city au- 
thorities, the company diverted 
from the river sufficient of the waters, 
amounting at the commencement of 
the present action, to over 800 inches, 
under a four-inch pressure, to supply 
the inhabitants of the city. 

GRIFFITH MAKES FURTHER CON- 

VEYANCES. 

After Griffith had conveyed certain 
interests to the city, in June, 1886, he 
made a deed of conveyance to the Los 
Angeles City Water Company, purport- 
ing to convey a right-of-way for’ a 
conduit -to conduet water from the 
Crystal, Springs tract over certain of 
his lands, and also the right to enter 
upon a portion of:his lands for the 
purpose of constructing a ditch for 
conducting water from the river to 
the main conduit, belonging to the 
company, leading from the _ Crystal 
Springs tract to the city of Los An- 
geles. And these extensions of. the 
Water plant came to be made in the 
folowing manner: 

TWO CORPORATIONS IN ONE. 

After the Los Angeles Water Com- 
pany had entered intO possession of the 
waterworks in November, 1886, ‘the 
stockholders, acting through the direc- 
tors, organized the Crystal Springs 
Land and Water Company, the stock-: 
holders in each corporation being the 
same. In December, 1886, the Los An- 
geles Water Company made a deed of 
conveyance to the Crystal Springs 
Land and Water Company, without 
consideration, whereby the water com- 
pany conveyed, to the Crystal Springs 


company 4.09 acres’ of the Crystal 
Springs tract, and also all rights to 
deyelop water. which had been ac- 
quired by Los Angeles City Water 


Company by deeds of conveyance from 
Griffith, and also a tract of 5.249 acres 
described in a dee@ from Mills and 
Wicks to the water company, in 
August, 1886,. and also the covered 
wooden conduit and tunnel extending 
from the 4.09-acre tract to the reservoir 
of the water company, located in the 
city of Los Angeles, near the north 
line. This property comprised all of 
the property of the water company, ex- 
cepting the reservoir and the pipes 
leading therefrom into the streets of 
the city. On December 30, 1886, as part 
of the same transaction, the Crystal 
Springs company leased to the water 
company for the term of eleven years, 
from January 1, 1887, all the property 
purporting to have been conveyed to it 
by the water company, at a’ monthly 
rental of 40 per cent. of the gross earn- 
ings of the water company from the 
sale of water, and the Crystal Springs 
company agreed that the water com- 
pany should have the right to convey 
water through the water conduit from, 
the river to its full capacity. 
FURTHER COMPLICATIONS 
CONVEYANCE. 
After the Griffith conveyance to the 
city in 1885, Griffith made an agreement’ 
with one C. J. Sketchley, to convey 
to him two tracts of land in the Rancho 
Los Felis, and on October 8, 1887, such 
conveyance was made to Sketchley, and 
one G. B. Beauchamp. Thereafter, on 
March 27, 1899, L. Ferguson and J. Fer- 
guson. made_a deed of conveyance to 
the Crystal Springs company, purport- 
ing to convey thirty-two acres, being a 
part of the lands conveyed to Sketch- 
ley and Beauchamp.

Either the water company or the 
Crystal Springs company, claiming 


right under the Griffith conveyances, 
made excavations in the valley wherein 
the channel of the river is located, and 
near and beneath the banks and bed 


to be laid, whereby a quantity of the 
river waters amounting at least to 400 
inches, under a four-inch pressure, was 


from flowing down into the river to 
and within the four league boundary. 
All of which water is diverted, was 
brought down by the water company 
to the company’s resérvoir, located 
Within the four league city limit, and 
thence brought down into the city and 
distributed. 

In addition to the waters so taken 
the water company has continued.since 
1868 to take out from the surface 
stream of the river, water varying 
from 800 inches to 1200 inches, meas- 
ured under a four-inch pressure, a por- 
tion of which varyin~ from 300 inches 
to 500 inches, measured under a four- 
inch pressure, was turned into the 
Pipes referred to and caused to flow 
down to the reservoir, the balance be- 
ing used for motive power by the- water 
company, in pumping up water to the 
elevated portion of the city. 

All of the waters so diverted by 
means of excavations,.of taken from 
the surface stream, and ‘which are 
brought into the city pass through 
What is known as the gatehouse of 
the water company, it being located 
on the West side of the river on the 
Rancho Los Felis, and about 1500 or 
2000 feet below the Crystal Springs 
tract, or through ‘the iron pipe and 
tainnel connected with it. The remain- 
ing water, taken from the surface 
stream, passes through. an open bot- 
tom flume, so that a large quantity 
sinks into the sand and passes into 
the loose jointed pipes and thence 
reaches the gatehouse, and the bal- 
ance of the water flowing in the flume 
passes into the covered conduit and is 
conducted to a point near the water 
company’s reservoir, hbocate@ within 
the four-league limit, there used for 
motive power and then suffered to 
pass into the river. = 
WATER COMPANY NEVER’ DE- 

NIED TITLE. 

It is alleged that, the water com- 
pany, until April 15, 1896, never denied 
the title of the city to the river waters 
so diverted by it by means of excava- 
tions and pipes, but upon that date 
open denial of the city’s title was 
made. It was’ then contended that 
the. water company was diverting and 
appropriating the water as tenant of 
the Crystal Springs company, and, that 
that company was, the owner of and 
entitled to the use of all said waters 
as its own property. 

The city withdrew its consent. 
that the waiter company should take 
more water from the river than the 
ten inches stipulated in the original 
contract, after October 20, 1896, and 
thereupon the water company repu- 
diated the relationship of landlord and 
tenant theretofore existing between the 
city and itself with respect to the river 
waters. The Crystal Springs Company 
also threatened that after the expira- 
tion of the term mentioned in the lease 
from it to the water company, it 
would @ivert and take all of the wa- 
ters and deprive the city of the ate. 
Also that with S. G. Murphy—the lat- 
ter as trustee under a deed of trust 
made by the Crystal Springs Company 
to Murphy and L. C. Goodwin, in Au- 
gust, 1890, for the pucspose of securing 
certain bonded indebtedness—they 
Would claim that all the waters di- 
verted by the water company, are the 
absdlute property of the Crystal 
Springs Company. 

The city of Los Angeles alleges that 
all the claims of the defendants are 
invalid and without right, and_ in 


‘these premises pray the court that 


the Los Angeles Water Company and 
the Crystai Springs Land and Water 
Cumpany, and those claiming under 
them, be perpetually enjoined and re- 
strained from in any manner divert- 
ing or appropriating any of the water 
passing through the gatehouse, the 
waters flowing through the flume, or 
any other waters, surface or subter- 
ranean of the Los Angeles River; or 
from making excavations in the soil 
or doing anything by which any of the 
waters, surface or subterranean, of 
the Los Angeles River, may be di- 
verted or appropriated, and that the 
claim of the city to the waters of the 
river be quieted. 

The above, in brief, are the claims 
of th: city, and these are what the 
city as plaintiff in the present action 
Will have to prove. ‘Needless, perhaps, 
to say many of the averments made 
are challenged by the defendants, but 
they will have their day in court later. 


After the pleadings had been read 
yesterday, a large amount of record 
testimony taken in the water suit of 
the city against Pomeroy & Hooker 
(decided in favor. of the city and now 
on appeal mi the Supreme Court,) and 
in the kindred suit of the city against 
the Crystal Springs Land and Water 


Company, was stipulated as put in; 


also a number. of Mexican abstracts, 
the patents issued to the city, etc. 
All of this testimony has Wearing on 
the city’s title, which is undisputed. 
Unfortunately, Mr. Chapman is still 
confined at home by indisposition, but 
it is expected that he will be able to 
be present in court in a day or two, 
and meantime the full responsibility 
of conducting the defense will fall 
uron Ser ator White.

On cross-examination by Mr. Mc- 
Comas, the witness said that Mr-“Gline 
had stated that Capt. Bolton had ad- 
mitted that he had been robbing the

J. T. Boyd, a former solicitor in the 
emplcy of the electric company, testi- 
fied that Capt. Bolton handled much 
of the cash that was paid over the 
counter.

W. Pratt,, another clerk, was 
positive that Bolton had carried a key 
to the cash drawer in the safe. He 
‘had often seen him change money in 
the safe. : 

‘Allen Kelly, city editor of The Times. 
was called tas a witness. He related 
the substance of what was said by W. 
B. Cline in an interview in The Times 
office sought by Mr. Cline.

During his 
absence Bolton attended to the duties 
of’ secretary and treasurer. He had 
always continued to perform such 
duties up to the time when the wit- 
ness’s connection with the company 


ended. Capt. Bolton handled a great 
deal of the company’s money. A mem- 
orandum which the witness had at 


hand and which: had been made. up 
from the company’s books showed that 
from March to July of 1897, $89,000 had 
passed through Bolton’s hands.

Joe Goddard, the Australian .ex- 
prize fighter, who knew when he had 
enough and declined to play the role 
of punching-bag for Jeffries at Haz- 
ard’s Pavilion, is grieved because the 
Athletic Club hesitates about 
him his share of the purse, and he 
wants to.be “set right’’ before the pub- 
lic and especially before the club. 

Goddard is.a typical pugilist of the 
old school; big, brawny, bullet-headed 
and child-like in his mental processes. 
He came to the Times office last night 
to tell his story, serene in his faith that 
if the newspaper would only say that 
he ought to be paid, the club would 
hand out*the cash and let him go.

Mexican Lands. 
CUCAMONGA, Feb. 25, 1898.-—{To 
the Editor of the Times:] In looking 
over today’s Times I nvuticed an article 
headed, “Price of Mexican Lands.” 
This article was quite interesting, but 
for fear some land-seeker may be mis- 
led I would ask space in your valuable 
paper for a few words. For the last 
two or three months I have traveled 
over quite a large portion of the Re- 
public of Mexico; I have examined 
considerable of the land that the dif- 
ferent states have for sale and have 
been informed as to the quality of 
much more of it. Some of it is fair 
range land, more of it has some grass 
on for a short time in the year, but 
the most of it is what we would term 
sterile or barren, partly owing to its 
being rocky and bedrock near the sur- 
face, but more particularly owing to 
the lack of water for stock purposes. 
Outside of the tropics where fine, soft 
water abounds, the lack of water is 
the great drawback to Mexican lands. 
Virtually all waters on the “Mexican 
Plateau” are appropriated. In the 
State of Durango a manufacturing 
Plant hias been built twenty-five miles 
from any place, just because there 
happened to be a spring of water at 
that place. In the tropics bordering 
the Gulf of Mexico there is plénty of 
good, cheap land, large rivers of clear, 
sparkling water flowing into the Gulf, 
and fine bodies of timber. Yours Re-

The Horrors of Rabies. 

LOS ANGELES, March 1.—[To the 
Editor of The Times:] I have taken 
some interest {n the mad- dog question 
now being agitated in the city, as I 
once passed through a very exciting 
experience of the disease in New York 
State. It was commenced by a dog 
owned by a farmer living back in the 
country. The animal appeared unwell, 
but the family thought nothing of it, 
and at night he started off on his 
deadly work. soon overtook 
two men and bit them both on the 
hand, passing between them, as they 
walked along the country road. For- 
tunately, however, it being night, he 
met no other people, but he did bite 
many dogs and cattle, and in the 
morning was discovered and_ killed 
near the city of Oswego, about twenty 
miles from home. The case appeared 
in the city papers, but, as no one knew 
what section the dog passed through 
in the night, but little fear was 
entertained, except in the vicinity 
where the dog was killed, and also, the 
wise people of that age said rabies 
was a myth, which soon proved to be 
a very serious one. In proper time it 
‘was known what section the dog had 
passed sthrough, by the number of 
dogs and cattle attacked by the dis- 
ease, the tinte in different ‘cases vary- 
ing from two weeks to two months. 
The two men bitten were treated by 


-Skilled physicians, but were attacked 


in about four months and died in ter- 
rible agony. Many careless’ people 
would not confine their sick dog till it 
would get away and do much mis- 
chief in spreading the disease, so that 
it soon became very general through 
that section of the State. Animals 
and little children were, of course, es- 
pecially in danger, and the victims 
were many. City authorities promptly 
passed ordinances to muzzle all dogs 
allowed ‘at liberty, but dog-owners 


would evade the law by. putting aj} 


cord or strap around the dog’s nose; 
and others would keep their dog. con- 
fined during the day, and give at lib- 
erty at night, when they thought the 
dog-catcher would not see it, but the 
Council soon fixed that by specifying 
what a muzzle must be, and author- 
izing the poundmaster to pay a bounty 
of $1 each for dogs found: without. 
muzzles within the city limits and 
presented to him, which, of course, 
caused men to watch for the night 
dogs. Similar laws were passed by 
\the different counties and finally by 
the State. 

No one can judge of the horror of 
that disease till they pass through the 
scene. It was my melancholy privi- 
lege to see a few dogs, a number of 
cattle, anc 
the agony they endured was too terri- 
ble to attempt to describe. If one 
dog in this city has been attacked by 
the disease—which we have reason to 
believe is the case — stringent 
means cannot be enforced to protect 
the people, and especially the chiidren, 
who are tthe ‘most exposed on the 
street. Careless waiting for a develop- 
ment of the disease in this city, may 

much trouble, which, it. is hoped, 
will” be avoided by- prompt action of 
the authorities.

The statute provides that the tax deed con- 
veys to the grantee an absolute title to the 
lands described therein as of the date of the 
expiration of the period of redemption.

Hence, 
within the twelve months allowed for re- 
demption you would have the right to remove 
the fence, provided you would have that right 
if the sale had never occurred. As to your 
neighbor, he cannot prevent the removal of 
the fence on the twenty-acre tract; although 
if there were a joint partition fence he could 
prevent the removal of that.

INDUSTRIAL 817 STATISTICS. 


Merchants and Mane Manufacturers Will 
Collect Them. 

At a meeting of the board of direc- 
tors of the Merchants’ and Manufac- 
turers’ Association, Secretary Zeehan- 
delaar was authorized to prepare plans 
for a canvass,to be made with a view 
of obtaining industrial statistics. The 
work had been undertaken by the 
secretary about six months ago, and 
he sent out @ large number of blanks 
asking for information in regard to 
the industrial development of this city, 
but the result has been unsatisfac- 
tory, as but few replies have been re- 
ceived. It is the intention now to di- 
vide the work into three classes, the 
manufacturing industries, the whole- 
sale and jobbing trade and the retail 
trade, and obtain statistics as to the

number of people employed; the sala-, 


ries paid per year, the number of peo- 
ple dependent upon the earnings of 
employés, and all other statistical 
information that will be of vital im- 
portance to this city, and has thus far 
never been obtained. 

' The matter of inaugurating a credit 
system was presented by Mr. Meyberg, 
and he was requested to read a paper 
on the subject at the’ April meeting 
of the association. Such a system by 
which merchants may be informed of 
the solvency of customers is of vast 
necessity to the mercantile community 
and the plan will probably soon be 
put in operation. 

President was authorized to 
appoint a committee of five to act 
as an Arbitration Committee. It was 
shown that at various times certain 
differences arise between merchants 
in respective lines, and it will be the 
duty of the Arbitration Committee, if 
such a ease arises, to'@all together the

The 
following statement shows the financial 
condition of the Fruit-growers’ Bank,

DOWNWARD. = In referring to the in- 
terest rates proposed for government 
savings banks, Postmaster Gary, in a 
jJetter to Edward O, Wolcott. chairman 
of the Committee on Postoffices and 
Post-roads, says: 
“The rate of interest prescribed is a 
trifle too high. The downward ten- 
dency of -the interest rate is unmistak- 
able. It is much safer to guarantee a 
rate that is too low, for in that event 
profits would accrue, which gqould be 
distributed among the depositors, from 
time to time; in the shape of equitable 
dividends. This has been the _ prac- 
tice of the English system since its es- 
tablishment in 1862. The United King- 
dom prudently started out with a low 
rate of interest, and during the thirty- 
five years of the operation of the sys- 
tem it has accumulated nearly $600,000,- 
000, paying 2% per cent. interest and % 
‘per cent. in expenses. It has also 


which have been divided among the 
depositors. year, however, not- 
withstanding the low rate of interest. 
because of the increase in the value of 


loss, about $19.000. 

“The other countries, while they 
largely copied from the English system, 
did not adopt its rate of interest, but 
fixed the rates variously, each to suit 
itself, from 314 per cent. in France to 
7 per cent. in Japan. The prevailing 
rate was 4 per cent. But nearly aH of 
these rates have since been reduced. 
The French rate is still maintained, but 
with great difficulty, and it is stated 
upon good authority that were it not 
for political reasons the rate would be 
reduced at once. France has two kinds 
of -savings banks, the ordinary, which 


the postal. The accumulations of: both 
are by law required to be turned over 
to the caisses des depots et consigna- 
tions, a government board, for invest- 
ment. By law this board must’ pay 
3% per cent., of which the ordinary 
banks pay 3 per cent. to their deposi- 
tors and the postal banks 2% per cent., 
devoting the remaining 1% per cent. to 
expenses. 

“The repeated efforts to reduce the 
rate has caused the only dissatisfac- 
tion to be noted in connection with the 
system in foreign countries. It is a 
great deal easier to increase the rate 
by the distribution of dividends than it 
is to lower it. It is clear to me that 
prudence demands that the guaranteed 
rate of interest should not exceed 2?

NEW YORK, March 1.—The stock market 
took on no well-defined character today until 
after the publication of the statement attrib- 
uted to the Secretary of the Navy that Span- 
ish official responsibility for the Maine ex- 
plosion might be considered to be eliminated 
from the sitution. This was in the last hour 
of the session and the whole short interest 
apparently rushed to cover the short lines 
that have been put on in the last few days on 
the developments of the Maine disaster. 
There had been covering of shorts early in 
the day on account of the continuance of 
yesterday’s movement, but a little later short 
selling developed on the theory that the mar- 
ket would certainly sag again after the large 
short interest had been covered. The market 
had apparently swung to a standstill, and 
was drifting rather aimlessly, without yield- 
ing, when‘a buying movement set in on the 
long statement, and the trading took on all 
the appearance of a runaway bull market. 
Some of the advances were violent. Metro- 
politan Street Railway being pushed up to 
15314, a net rise of thirteen points. This stock 
closed at 151. Manhattan, Sugar and New 
York Central were also conspicuous in the 
movement, the former showing an extreme 


advance of five points and the latter two 


rising three points each. The whole list felt 
the upward movement to a very noticeable 
extent, Buying for London account helped 
the strength in the early dealings. There was 
some recovery in Spanish securities in Lon- 
don, and this seemed to restore confidence 
to some extent over the relations between 
Spain and the United States. The inquiry for 
gold for American account in London and in 
Paris is reported to be still very keen, but no 
further engagements of gold were announced. 
The bond market was somewhat more active 
today, and prices were higher all round. 
Total sales were $3,600,000. United States new 
fours registered showed a recovery of 1%, 
and fours coupon _old fours registered and 
the fives of 1 each, and the old fours coupon 
sof % per cent, bid and the twos declined 4% 
per cent.

Features of the Lumber Situation, 
Sailors’ Wages.. 

SAN PEDRO, March 4—[Regular Corre- 
According to reports from the 
lumbermen. the demand for lumber, while 
good. is not as great as has been antici- 
pated. - Previous to about two months ago 
the freights on lumber from northern points 
to- this port approximated from $4 to $4.25 
per thousand feet. The rate rose to almost 
$6 per thousand, the rise being attributed 
to the unusual demand for vessels for the 
Alaska trade. Simultaneously, or nearly so. 
the prices on lumber at the northern mills 


-advanced about $2 per thousand. ‘The ad- 


vances in freight and in material resulted 
in a risq in prices of lumber in Sduthern 
California. This rise amounted te abbut $4 
per thousand. . 

As viewed from a lumber dealer's stand- 
point, the present margin of profit, hile 
apparently the same as before, is, in }fact 
considerably less. It.is customary with most 
of the,.lumber fealers doing business { in 
this part of the State ta buy the lunther 
in lots of several million feet and to ay 
for it by the cargo as. it is delivered 
the vessels to the wharves here. On some 
of the lumber for which cash 
delivery. cash is realized within -a shdrt 
time. On a good deal of it there will be ho

PROMINENT CITIZENS MAKE THEIR 
BOW IN THE POLICE COURT. 


Details of the Murder at Ensenada. 
The Resources: of the Law Ex- 
hausted by Murderer Ebanks’s 
Attorneys—The Traction Rond 
Sold—Notes. 


‘SAN DIEGO, March 1, — [Regular Corre- 
spondence.] Word’ was brought here yesterday 
on the Carlos Pacheco of a cold-blooded 
murder committed at Ensenada last Saturday 
night, by which Crispin Cesena was sent into 
kingdom come by José Villasante; customs 
inspector at that port, without a word of 
warning, 
According to the meager details received, it 
appears that the two men met in a salcon 
in the early part of the evening, and after 
dr-nking rather freely of mescal for several 
rounds, suddenly and without a word of 
warning Villasante pulled his ‘‘gun’’ and shot 
Cesena down. The first shot took effect in the 
lower part of the body, and the second pene- 
trated the heart, causing instant death. As 
the wounded man fell the murderer fired 
two more shots into his body, both taking 
effect in the back, but this was unnecessary, 
for Cesena was dead before he struck the 
flocr. It is claimed that an old feud .existed 


between the two parties, and it is thought by 


friends of the deceased that Villasante, be- 
coming fired by too much mescal, suddenly 
became possessed of the idea to kill his cém- 
panien, and immediately carried into execu- 
tion hfs murderous thought. Villasante was 
arrested soon after the shooting and is now in 
the Ensenada jail awaiting his preliminary 
examination.

Police Judge Hayes’s court had men, wo- 
men and children before it yesterday as vio- 
lators of the law, the greater number of the 
offenders never before having experienced the 
disagreeable novelty of appearing before 
“‘His* Honor’’ in any capacity. It was all on 
account of the determination of the Chief of 
Police to put a stop to bicycle riding on the 
sidewalks. Some time ago the Chief gave 
warning that this habit must be stopped, as 
there was an ordinance against it, and so 
many complaints were being lodged with him 
against the practice.

HIGHEST BIDDER. 


Plan Being Devised to Increase the 
Water Supply —The Standard 
Sold—Rights of a Lodging-house 
Keeper Defined. 


SANTA ANA, March 1, — [Regular Corre- 
spondence.] To say there was a lively time 
at last night’s session of the City Trustees 
is only mildly expressing what really hap- 
pened. José H. Brunner’s attorneys, McKel- 
vey & Bowes, appeared before the board in 
behalf of their client, with objections to the 
repert, plat and assessment of the commis- 
sioners appointed to open an alley through 
block 10 of the city, back of Brunner’s prop- 
erty on East Fourth street. M, Nisson, who 
holds a mortgage on the Brunner building, 
was sworn, and testified. He claimed that the 
property had been damaged more than the 
commissioners had allowed, and several heated 
discussions took place between the two law- 
yers and members of the Council over the 
matter. Finally it was disposed of ‘forthe 


missioners’ report, plat and assessment, al- 
though Mr. Brunner’s attorneys claimed they 
no carry the matter into the Superior 
ours. 

The best plan for disposing of the city’s 
sewer bonds was discussed by the board, 
and it was decided to sell them to the highest 
bidder on April 4; the bids to be sealed and 
accompanied by.a certified check for $100. 
Bids will’ be received until 5 o'clock on the 
evening of the sale, and the clerk was in- 
structed to advertise the sale. The clerk 
was also instructed to have the bonds litho- 
graphed and ready for delivery at that*time. 

C. F. Durfee, one of the commissioners ap- 
pointed to open Garnsey street reported that 
they had made the assessment, and on motion 
the City Clerk was instructed to give the 
proper notice of the filing of the commission- 
ers’ report. 

The board granted the property-owners on 
Main between Fourth and Fifth streets the 
right to put in a rock gutter on both sides 
ef the street. 

The City Clerk was instructed to advertise 
for sealed bids for 2000 barrels of oil. 

Resolution No. 124, being a resolution of 
the Board of Trustees declaring its intention 
to construct a cement sidewalk and redwood 
curb on the west side of Orange avenue be- 
tween the.south line of Pine street, was 
read for the first time and referred to the 
City Attorney. 

The city water supply is becoming limited, 
and the discussion of a plan to increase it 
occupied the attention of the board. City 
Engineer Leslie was called and gave the dis- 
tance front the city reservoir to the Cole well 
on First street as being a few hundred feet 
over a mile, and twenty-one feet below the 
level of the pumping station. A pipe line will 
be laid from the well to the reservoir, and a 
pump and engine put in at that point to fur 
nish the necessary extra supply, 

Gardener Hasp, who is working on the city 
park, was present,-and addressed the board.

She, with the other 
teachers similarly engaged, taught throughout 
the fiscal year of 1896-1897 in peace, but in 
the spring of 1897 a new Board of Education 
was elected, in which Messrs. Stephenson and 
Vale of the old board were holdovers, The 
newly-elected members were F. M. Johnson, 
W. H. Stiles and J. W. Curtis. The new board 
was unanimously, opposed to the four-year- 
contract system as -entered into by the old 
board, and proceedings were instituted to re- 
scind it. 
throw up their contracts, and all did §0 ex- 
cept Miss Newell. The other teachers were 
reéngaged for another year, but Miss Newell 
was left out in the cold. On September 20 
last, the day school opened, Miss Newell was 
at her post and remained until the fact had 
been forcibly impressed upon her that her 
services would not be required. 

Then she brought suit against the members 
of the board to compel them ta@ observe the 
contract entered into by the previous board 
with her. The case has been on the dockct 
ever since that time. After argument by 
counsel on Monday, Judge Oster rendered 
judgment for Miss Newell for salary at the 
rate of $70 per month from September 20, 1897, 
o February 28, 1898, less what it had been 
Newell had earned during 
that time. The amount of the judgment is 
about $300. ‘ 

An interesting feature of the case was the 
charges of corruption made in the answer to 
the plaintiff's complaint by Defendant Steph- 
enson, he alleging corruption and conspiracy 
on the part of the three members of the old 
board, who had passed the four-year-contract 
resolution. On Memday, Attorney Annable 
asked permission of the court to withdraw 
from the defendant's answer all allegations of 
fraud and corruption, as the defense had been 
unable to substantiate such allegations. The 
plaintiff's attorneys strenuously objected, on 
the ground that after the defendants had at- 
tempted to prove a lot of malicious fabrica- 
tions, the .plaintiff should be permitted to 
show the whole transaction and disprove all 
such charges. The court ruled that no cor- 
ruption or fraud had -been shown, and per- 
mitted the defendants to withdraw the ob- 
noxious allegation. 

MUST ANSWER FOR MURDER. 

William Farley had his preliminary hearing 
today before Justice Knox for the killing of 
Mat Price, and was bound over to answer to 
the charge of murder in the Superior Court.

The Trustees Make a Radical Cut 
in Water Rates. |, 

VENTURA, March 1.—[Regular Correspond- 
ence.] The Town Board of Trustees met in 
regular session last night and transacted 
much important business relating to mu- 
nicipal affairs. 

The first matte: taken Up was the .adop- 
tion of the ordinance fixing the water rates 
that the Santa Ana Water Company may col 
lect in advance each month trom the resj- 
dents of this city. The rates are effective 
from July 1, 1898, to June 20, 1899, inclusive. 
There was a cut in tbe water rates of 
from $1000 to $1200 per year. 

The cuts were made principally upon fam- 


ily rates and those of similar nature. The 
rate for single family of not. more than 
three persons is now 75 cents; family of 
four was cut from 80 cents to & cents: 


family of five, $1.05 to 95 cents; for each ad- 
ditional person over five, the rate was re- 
duced from 10 cents to 5 cents. For small 
stores or shops, the reduction was from 
cents to 60 cents; for large stores or shops 
without warehouse, from $1 to 75 cents; with 
warehouse, from $1.25 to $1. The barber 
shops will hereafter be compcleld to pay 5 
cents per each additional chair instead of 
“50 cents, as at present. For ‘irrigating 
lawns and flowers, 25 cents per 1 square 
yafds, instead of 30 cents. The laundries 
will now pay 75 cents for each additiona! 
washer, instead of $1, as heretofore. Steam 
laundries will pay $8, in place of $19. Oi] 
distilleries will pay from 1% .o 29 cents, 
while they now pay from 645 to 19 cents. 
The town rate was $85, but hereafter will 
be $75. The public school rate was reduced 
from $20 to $15, and the High Schoo! rate 
fixed at $7.50. Printing oft.es will now 
pay $1.25 instead of $1.50, and dental rooms 
wil) pay 75 cents instead of $1. 

The water company may charge only $3 
for tapping their main, heretofore they col- 
lected $5. The charge of turning the water 
on, after for some reason it had been turned 
off. was fixed at $1, in place of $2. 

MUNICIPAL OWNERSHIP. 

At the meeting of the Town Council last 
night, steps were taken with a view to the 
immediate erection of an electric light to 
be operated by the town. ‘The _proposi- 
tion was: favorably discussed by the mem- 
bers of the board, and they seem to 
think that now is the time to act—to either 
build or drop the question for good.
